N'.'W York stnlo, with 13 automobile 


accident deaths, and California, with 
12, led the nation in week-end traffic 
falaliitos. 


Fatal accidents occurred in 22 states, 


with'more than 70 persons killed. Hun- 
dreds of others wore injured, many 
seriously. A number of pedestrians 
wore killed. 


In Los Angeles, where seven per- 


sons were hurt fatally, 100 others were 
injured. 


A false alarm cost n Cleveland fire- 


mnn his life. Three oilier firemen and 
two pedestrians also were hurt. The 
pedestrians, father and son, Buffered 
broken logs. They'were struck by the 
body of the fireman, catapulted from 
the truck and hurled 20 feet.

truck collided with an automobile1. 


Two firemen were killed at Albany.

prevention and control pointed the 
way lo the science of modern surgery 
and bacteriology. This led to an im- 
pressive hospital renaissance. 


This hospital 
renaissance 
in the 


United States is remarkable for the 
number and si/c and efficiency of 
hospitals erected. The movement did 
not yet well underway until the third 
quarter of the century. 


In 1875 there were only 661 hos- 


pitals in the 
United States. Today 


move than 7,000 American hospitals 
represent an investment of over three 
billion dollars, requires the scientific 
attention of 100,000 members of med- 
ical staffs, provides 100,000 hospital 
beds for an annual patient total of 
12.000,000 persons, and has an annual 
maintenance cost of more than $900,- 
000,000.

From that work, Garside declared 


he returns were meagre, but it was 
necessary to raise a cash crop to meet 
expenses that can not be covered in 
any other manner. 


"It is obvious why the net returns to 


the growers cannot be permanently in- 
creased by raising the price of cotton 
arbitrarily or artificially, 
essential 


though this commodity is," he said. 


"That price for cotton which yields 


the domestic growers only the barest 
living, as cotton growing now is con- 
ducted in this country, is sufficiently 
high to induce foreign growers to 
make enough cotlon lo keep the price 
down to that level." 


The economist said foreign produc- 


tion increased as the price increased, 
under moderate circumstances.

spread disputes over processing taxes, 
the farm Adjustment Administration 
checked its financial standing Sunday 
and reported 1777,540.894 in revenue 
and $776,103,578 of expenses.
